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EUROPE AFTER THE WAR. 


In January, 1919, Lord Burnham in- 
vited Mr.. Ashmead-Bartlett .to. contribute 
a series of articles to the Daily Telegraph. 
on the Huftgarian question. é author 
crossed the Swise frontier on February 
23rd to enter miserable, erty-stricken 
Austria. Conditions in Vienna were - 

Conrad von Hoetzendorf, in 1914 
ommander-in-Chief of four millions of the 
Imperial Austrian Army, was now living 
on a pension é to thirteen pence per 
Hye: money. The city was 
being sac hot after the medieval 
fashion, but by the souvenir-h 
oficial and the pretty-faced, : fair-hai 


ady typist whe bought up jewellery ‘for 
“má or nothing and achie the captures 
home to England. The Austrians sat about 
lacidly, sipping their coffee made from 
Car No one had any any feeling of 
antagonism towards the Allies. As the 
author puts it, “Only the victors in a 
world war can afford luxury of hate.” 
Women of the former rich: middle class 
were trafficking their honour openly 
for food. - .. 

Mr. Ashmedd-Bartlett arrived in Buda- 
Pest on March 24th, a few days after the 
fall of Michael Karolyi’s five-week old re- 

ublic. Vienna rang with rumours of 
girl and massacres by the rulers in 
the latest H jan Government. How- 
ever, the capital looked as ful and 
attractive as in former days, the out- 
side. At this moment Hun was ripe for 
any kind of extreme ion. Ont of a 
total] úlation oí ten million Magyars 
one million had perished in the war. The 
Allies, in addition, were powerless to frus- 
trate the schemes of the Bolshevik, and 
Bela Kuhn had little or no difficulty in 
assuming control. Dirt characterised 
everything connected with the new Ad- 
ministration. The ante-chamber of the 
beautiful old Foreign Office wag bestrewn 
with cigarette ends, spat out by “com- 
rades ”’ hanging around for an interview, 
and a possible job. City and couhtry were 
honeycombed with spies, often wretched 
starvelings of good family, listening to 
their friends’ intimate conversations, and 
then promptly reporting to an unsavoury 

ist chief of police. 

Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett . returned to 
Vienna on April 19th, to find that capital 
all agog with rumour. A counter-revolu- 
tionary greup' of Hungarians was con- 
stantly meeting in Sacher’s café. When 
not fighting among themselves, these 
people, chiefly young ex-officers, were 
wma . to invade Hu and to depose 
Bela nhn.. Of the ngarians the 
author: writes: ‘ Politics are the very 
breath of life to them, whether they be 
counts or nts. They are & nation of 
speech- , and the real issues were 
generally obscured by numerous petty 
points in dispute between the various 

rties.’"” Louis Rothschild was asked to 

mance the counter-revolutionaries, but 
slways found an excuse for holding back. 
Schumpeter, the Austrian Minister of 
Finance, offered to facilitate them in every 
way despite his obligations as the Minister 
in a Government at peace with the Hun- 
garian Bolsheviks. Among the aciivities 
of the counter-revolutionaries was the raid 
on the Ba sse, where the Hungarian 
Bolshevist emissaries resided. This was 
carried out by about forty officers who, all 
armed, passed through a guard of Austrian 
police, TEC by connivance, occupied 
the building. by night, and looted one 
hundred and thirty-five million crowns, 
sent down from Buda-Pest to further Bol- 
shevist propaganda. The author was 
present at this coup, and by his influence 
saved the unlucky Bolsheviks from the 
death reserved by custom for unpopular 
politicians in these parts.

It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that Dom Butler should 
admit that “the mystics find themselves 
in bad company.” All these things make 
him cautious and undisposed to it the 
mystics’ claim _without very careful 
examination. “I have never,” he says, 
“had any such experi myself, never 
anything that could be called an experi- 
mental — of God or His Presence.”’ 
In spite of thi defect, and rr TI he is 
dealing with what les outside his own 
religious experiences, Dom Butler accedes 
to the claims of the great mystics and is 
eonvinced that what they report has 
objective truth. 

or the grounds of this conviction we 
must refer our readers to the author. His 
method of dealing with his theme is not 
theological or philosophical, It may be 
described as biographical. He sets, forth 
the experience and teaching of some of 
the chief mysfics of Western Christianity, 
notably Augustine of Hippo, Gregory the 
Great and ard of Clairvaux. It may 
surprise: some readers to find Augustine 
and Gregory classed with the mystics. 
Their fame is commoiily attributed not to 
their eminence as religious mystics, but to 
their great intellectual and practical gifts. 
Nevertheless, Dom Butler acclaims Augus- 
tine as “the Prince of Mystics’; arid 
the teaching of Gregory on this subject he 
regards as so eleva and sane that it 
must prove “ most helpful to the pastoral 
clergy and to all priests for the regulating 
of their lives,” 

It appears to us that Dom Butler sus- 
tains his position that these three Western 
saints, thinkers and men of action, were 
mystics, but nét mystics who devoted 
themselves wholly to the contemplative 
life and its practices, remote from the 
world. They were mystics in “the old 
Western meaning ’’—saints who diligently 
practised the good works of an active life 


and with equal diligence maintained the} 


lifé of contemplative prayer. Dom Butler’s 
own sympathies are with the Western 
rather than with the Eastérn tradition, 
according to which the mystic experience, 
at least in its higher forms, is exceptional 
and is usually divorced from a life in the 
world. He would have it that “ mysticism, 
like religion itself; is within the reach of 
all.’’ It may be questioned, however, 
whether Dom Butler in thus identifying 
the mystic experience with religion, or 
certainly rega*ding it as a iom wart of 
the devout life open to all Christians who 
seek it, is no’ departing from his own 
earlier definitions of mysticism. If the 
essential thing in mysticism is the 
eonscious “experimental perception of 
God,” if in it the sopl is in ‘attnal felt 
communion with God—and something like 
this Dom Butler regaids as fundamental 
to mysticism—then it can hardly be re- 
garded as “within the reach of all.” It 
is certainly not normal to the religious 
experience of the great bulk of ordinary 
Christians. 
Dom Butler may point, however, to 
and Gregory and Bernard as 
men of extraordinary activity and yet 
mystics. We shall agree if the true 
mystic is broadened to mean anyone who 
practises contemplative prayer without a 
deliberate effort, by means of ecstasy, to 
attain the vision of God as the specific 
goal: Oertainly to this sense those t 
‘saints and leaders were mystics. Dom 
Butler has written a most interesting and 
valuable book, which, we fee] sure, will 
fulfil ite author’s purpose and will be a 
real help to many who desire to live a 
truly igi life. It is written, of 
course, from the Roman Catholic point of 
view, but is tincontroversial, sober, 
scholarly and practical in the whole treat- 
important theme. -

Powers of the Sévres Treaty. 
It declares that Armenia has been ignored 
completely by the new Treaty of Lausanne 
and that the safeguards which were pro- 
vided by the Sévres instrument have been 
flung to the winds. The Armenians 
undoubtedly are the real sufferers through 
the victory of Mustapha Kemal and his 
Young Turks over the Greeks, They are 
in an almost hopeless position and the 
Allies are almost powerless to help them. 
Armenia proper, of course, is a Soviet 
Republic; but thousands of these unhappy 
people are scattered throughout Asia 
Minor, without means of escape from the 
vengeance of the Turk. Already numbers 
of them are being “escorted’’ to the 
frontier by Mustapha Kemal’s soldiery, 
and there is likely to be & general 
exodus from Cilicia in the near future. 
The Armenian population of Turkey is 
scattered so widely that it has no chance 
of defending itself, and, now that its last 
safeguard has disappeared with the Treaty 
of Sévres, its prospects of survival are not 
very bright. The fate of the Armenians 
constitutes an ironic commentary on the 
whole business of peace-making since the 
war. As Christians in a Mohammedan 
country, they had a right to the sym- 
pathetic consideration of the victorious 
Allies, and they were led to believe that 
their “liberation’’ would be permanent. 
Probably the Allies were quite sincere in 
their desire to protect the Armenians from 
the bloodthirsty wrath of the Turk, and, 
if the United States had agreed to accept 
a mandate for Armenia in 1919, there 
would hava been no further trouble. 
America’s defection, however, coupled with 
the criminal folly of the Greeks, forced 
the European Allies, who were preoccupied 
with their own worries, to placate the 
Turks. Now the Armenians must make 
the best of a bad bargain and fend for 
themselves, The woes of oppressed 
nationalities aré at a discount to-day, The 
big nations themselves are in such a bad 
way that their motto is Sauve qui peut, 
and the poor Armenians must take their 
chance with the rest.

2 SPANISH DREADNOUGHTS

MADRID, Thursday. 

Military operations have begun in dead 
earnest against the Moroccan rebels. “Two 
Spanish dreadnoughts, one cruiser and three 
torpedo boats, with a fleet of aeroplanes, 
arrived at Alhucemas yesterday morning. 
Five thousand soldiers were landed, and have 
taken up their position at Afrau. 

A number of mancuvres were carried out 
yesterday, but operations were concentrated 
against the rebels who are attackin 
Tifaranin. The Spanish troops are reporte 
to have inflicted severe punishment upon the 
foe, with the aid of artillery and aeroplanes. 

General Marzo has been named the Com- 
mander of the garrison at Melilla, which is 
the centre of operations. The Government 
received advices to-day to the effect that the 
disposition of troops in the Melilla zone had 
been carried out satisfactorily, and that 
skirmishes with the rebels were successful. 

With the despateh of fighting men and 
military equipment, and the appointment of 
General Marzo as Commander-General of 
Melilla, all rumours of a Ministerial crisis, 
owing to political differences in connection 
with Morocco, have ended.

The fact that this report will not be 
submitted to the President for a day or two 
lends support to the belief that there is still 
hope that the miners and owners will get to- 
gether and avoid the strike. 

Meanwhile, the miners and owners are 
apparently not taking any steps, but are look- 
ing anxiously to the Government to make 
further moves.

We left Tromso in mist and rain—anyone 
who knéw Tromso would say the “‘ usual)” 
mist and rain. But our spirits were not to be 
soused by mere rain, There was hardly a 
whisper of wind in the mountain girt. of 
Tromao Island.

One by one the fourteen members of our ex- 
pedition retired to their berths, some of them 
not to re-appear until we anchored in Green 
Harbour, Spitzbergen. 

The engines started once more, and we 
steadily ploughed our six knols on towards 
our distant goal. At first we suffered from a 
heavy swell only, but the following day 
tound us in the grip of a strong South-East 
wind, which threatened to become a gale. We 
pat the ‘‘Terningen’’ through her paces. 

e “Terningen”’ ie a stalwart 100-ton seal- 
ing sloop;.she has weathered, and, I hope, 
“will weather, many storms, but she is gauche 
in her ; though she ships little 
water. The storm ewept away our wireless 
aerials, but beyond that we suffered. no harm, 
though some indignity. It was intensely cold, 
and we looked in vain for ‘‘rosy fingered 
dawn.” Both sea and sky were of a 
monotonous leaden grey colour. 

The morning of the fourth day found us off 
the South Cape of Spitebergen. We had had 
no ghmpse of Bear d, shrouded in mist. 
The rocky mountains of South Spite 
loomed ahead through the mist, and: the ship 
was surrounded by melting drift-ice and ice- 
bergs, brought round from the East Coast to 
to the West Coast of Spitzbergen the 
vagaries of the currents. e mist ually 
lifted, the ewell lessened, and the sun red 

h haze. Once more we could be Énna 
beings, and take delight, in nature. 
A MYSTERIOUS LAND. 

All were soon on deck, even the worst 
sailors among us, to see the wonderful first 
glimpse of a mysterious land of ice and snow 
and jagged mountain peaks. The first impres- 
sion to the mind of a newcomer to this 
ms part of the globe is one of awe at the 
grandeur of the ice and snow, and the thought 
that it is all new and thousands of years 
behind the world we know in geological forma- 
tion and development. The mountains look 
something like the familiar Alps, but the 
barrennese and bareness is new. Glaciers 
bigger than the biggest in Switzerland sa 
down right into the sea. The wonderful 
of H soon appears, and, with a belt 
of mist low down in its slopes, looks a giant 
among mduntains.
